South Africa’s Weakened Case 


Prime Minister John Vorster of South . 


Africa has left his shaken nation for West 
Germany. where he will present its case to 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger. But 
that case has been greatly weakened by days 


of rioting and police action; indeed, the 
arguments for the meeting itself have been 
attacked in both South Africa and the United 
States. 

A key element in the South African defense 
of its policy of apartheid and its relegation 
of blacks and coloreds to a status of. at best, 
tolerated allens in their own country, has 
been that this is ἃ matter purely domestic 
in nature. Roelof Botha, chief South African 
delegate to the United Nations, cited this in 
rebuttal to the Security Council's unanimous 
condemnation οἵ the measures taken to 
suppress the rioting and its call for “urgent 
steps” to end epartheid. At the same time, 
Mr. Botha said the rioting had been stimu- 
lated by outside elements, 

This last is probably true enough; after 
all, it was 2 Nigerian who led a demonstra- 
tion in New York against Mr. Kissinger’s 
meeting with Mr. Vorster.
